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ARRANGEMENT  OF  DIRECTORY 


Social  Resources  Inventory  publications  provide  users 
with  an  easy-to-use  reference  to  programs  and  services. 
The  information  in  this  directory  is  divided  into  three 
sections: 

1.  WHITE  PAGES.  In  the  Agency  Profiles  section, 
descriptions  of  agencies  appear  alphabetically  by 
geographical  area.  In  most  cases,  the  entry  gives  the 
formal  name  of  the  organization,  address,  telephone 
number(s),  the  person(s)  in  charge,  hours,  area 
served,  purpose  and  services  provided.  It  may  also 
indicate  the  sponsoring  organization,  mailing 
address,  fees,  clientele  served,  access  to  service, 
sources  of  referral,  documents  required,  branch 
information,  and  itinerant  services.  The  date  that 
the  information  was  updated  appears  on  the  last  line 
of  each  organization's  description.  By  checking  this 
date,  the  currency  of  information  can  be  verified.  The 
description  reflects  what  each  organization  has  sub- 
mitted with  some  editing  for  the  sake  of  consistency.

•  supplements  the  income  of  senior  citizens  to  help  them  meet 
essential  needs. 

FAMILY  RELATIONS 
Maintenance 

•  ensures  that  separated  or  divorced  persons  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  of  their  spouse  and/or  dependants  continue 
to  maintain  their  financial  responsibility.  •  locates  deserting 
husbands,  fathers  of  children  born  out  of  wedlock,  and  fathers 
of  families  receiving  social  assistance,  to  ensure  they  fulfill 
their  legal  obligations  to  provide  financial  support  for  their 
dependants. 

Court  Services

The  community  worker  pro- 
vides information  and  referral  services,  helps  promote  volun- 
tarism within  the  community,  and  assists  with  program 
planning  and  implementation,  expansion  and  improvement  of 
existing  programs  and  services,  and  program  funding. 

Counselling 

•  provides  assistance  in  problem  situations  such  as  marital  and 
parent-child  relationships,  alcohol  and  drug  abuse,  financial 
and  personal  difficulties.  This  service  is  on  an  individual,  fam- 
ily, school,  or  group  basis. 

Homemaker  Service 

•  places  a  mature,  responsible,  and  supervised  homemaker  in 
the  home  during  time  of  crisis  due  to  death,  illness,  desertion, 
or  other  unforeseen  emergency.  The  homemaker  assists  in 
maintaining  family  routine  by  caring  for  the  children  and 
doing  routine  housecleaning.  laundry,  and  meal  preparation. 

Homehelp  Service 

•  provides  household  assistance  on  a  scheduled  basis  to  allow 
the  aged,  handicapped,  or  otherwise  infirm  to  remain  inde- 
pendent in  their  own  home. 

Relief  Services  for  the  Handicapped 

•  provides  a  specially  trained  homemaker  to  relieve  parents 
and  families  of  the  handicapped  on  a  scheduled  or  occasional 
basis.  This  service  may  also  be  extended  to  clients  who  for 
reason  of  emotional  stress  need  a  recuperation  period  away 
from  home.  In  both  homemaker  and  relief  services  help  on  a 
24-hour  basis  can  be  provided  where  necessary. 

Handyman  and  Heavy  Cleaning  Service 

•  helps  senior  citizens  and  handicapped  persons  on  a  seasonal 
basis.  •  provides  various  kinds  of  assistance  including  snow 
shovelling,  repairs,  washing  windows,  floors  and  walls,  and 
spring  and  autumn  cleaning. 


Meals  on  Wheels 

•  provides  nourishing  hot  noon  meals  for  seniors  and  others 
unable  to  cook  adequately  for  themselves  at  home. 

Other 

•  encourages  cooperation  and  coordination  with  allied  service 
agencies,  and  provides  information  and  referral  to  the  com- 
munity. •  sponsors  neighbourhood  volunteers.  •  publishes  com- 
munity service  guides.
